An E ccentric C h a racter. 


•OMI COMPO* STORIE* A BO CT Til* LATI OF.OROE 
W. MCDOUGAL, BROT HER OF IX-OOVKRNOI 
MCDOUGAL. 
From th* San Fraaclero Bulletin, May 20. 
The following particular* concerning Col. 
McDoagal, whone suicide, t i Washington, lias 
been noticed in a previous issue of the bullr- 
Un, will bo interesting to many of our read­ 
ers. 
George W. McDougml, a younger broth­ 
er of Gov. John McDougal, was, like the 
brother, bora in Clermont County, Ohio, and 
both were familiar with Gen. Grant iu their 
boyhood. 
The family emigrated to Indians, 
settling on Wtiite River, in the vicinity of In- 
dianaiHills, the capital of the State. 
About 
the time of arriving at his majority, John wits 
chosen Captain of a volunteer corps of Indian­ 
ians who took i»art in the Wack Hawk war, 
and was in camp with the army ut bock Is­ 
land during the devastation of the cholera 
among Hie troops ut thai station, in Hic sum­ 
mer of 1832. 
During the stay of Gen. Scott 
In this city in 1859, on his way to settle the 
San Juan Island dispute. 
George McDougal 
called upon hU old commander at the Oriental 
Hotel, where they coin pare* I notes in relation 
to this trying ordeal of disease and death, 
through which they had itotli pa Mod unsent li­ 
ed. 
Upon the discovery of gold at Sutter's 
Mill, yielding to the general excitement, tile 
two M onongah su ited across Hie plains, aud 
arri veil in California in Hie Summer of 1*4!).— 
Upon the calling of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention Johu was chosen a delegate, and 
took a prominent part in tile proceedings of 
that. body at Monterey. 
He was nubsequeut- 
Ij chosen Lieutenant-Governor, aud afterward 
as acting Governor lilied the remainder of 
the unexpired time of Gov. Purlieu. 
George, whose stulwat form and Herculean 
proportions will be rememt»ered tty many of 
our old citizens, engaged in trade, and in 
company with others entered extensively into 
cattle speculations, buying large bands of Hie 
rancheros in tho southern counties of the 
gtate. 
Somewhere about the year 1854 or 
1855 he left California, uud it was reported, 
had gone to Utah, aud cast his lot among the 
Mormons in proswession of that Territory. 
Be 
that as it may, nothing definite was heard of 
him for several years, until a report reached 
here that he was killed by the Indians. 
le a v ­ 
ing real estate bere of some value, letters of 
administration were taken out by his nearest 
surviving relative aud heir-at-law, and Hie 
property converted into cash. 
In about a 
year the supposed decedent and the reported 
victim of an Indian massacre re-ap[»eared in 
California, to find his estate administered up­ 
on, his projierty disused of, and the proceeds 
•lieut. 
This naturally producing a huge dis­ 
gust, he again disappeared, uo one knew 
whither. 
A few years since, a citizen of tho Hoosier 
State, taking rather a strange freak for one 
hatUug so far inland as the batiks of the Wa­ 
bash and White Rivers, Joined those “ who go 
down to the sea iu shi|»s.” Coasting along 
the terra incognita known as Terra del Fuego, 
be landed among (be Patagonians, and pro­ 
ceeded at once to make his court to the tall 
chief of th e baud, who loomed up among the 
crowd of six-footera by whom be was surround­ 
ed. 
To quote the language of ins graphic 
description in a letter to Hie Indiana state 
Journal which was extensively copied at the 
Utile, extending his baud to Has suppositions 
Patagonian chief, he started back, exclaiming 
“ George, is that you?”—to which the Chief, 
recognizing his old Indians friend, exclaimed 
in return: 
“ Why, is that you?” Mutual ex­ 
planations followed, in which McDougal stated 
that,disgusted with civilization, and thorough­ 
ly misanthropic, he had drifted among the 
savage Patagonians, where, owing to his su­ 
periority in size, and out of compliment to his 
hugs proportions, he had been chosen as 
Head Chief. 
The life suited him, aud he bail 
never anticipated meeting a friend or ac­ 
quaintance belonging to the white race. 
All 
etiorts of his old friend and fellow-country­ 
man to induce him to abandon his savage 
life aud return with him oil the vessel, were 
unavailing; and he expresses his full deter­ 
mination to live and die among his adopted 
people, 
It would appear, however, from the 
telegraphic dispatch of last evening, that lie 
did return to civilized life, uud died by his 
own hand. 


A Geological Talk Concerning Niagara 
Falls. 
Professor Gunning, during a recent course 
of geological lectures, spoke as follows about 
.Niagara Palls and its history: 
Ten years ago, he said, he had stood on 
Prospect point looking seurching'y at the 
American fall. 
JVithlu a few days he had 
Bood there again, but what he m w did not 
answer to the image his adad had carried for 


ten years. 
The rim of that precipice is more 
Indented. 
Here and there a mass of rock has 
fallen, leaving a notch, the tw innings of a 
little horseshoe. 
The great sliorseshoe itself 
hod changed. 
At the point of deepest wad » 
and dee|K*st green the curve is deeply notched. 
Any observer whoso knowledge of Hie falls 
covers only a few years will see that they are 
receding. 
The recession has been very slow, the 
speaker thought not more than six inches a 
year. 
At the present r a t e of recession it would 
have taken 75,000 years to cut Hie channel 
from Lewiston to the present site of the horse­ 
shoe. 
The speaker drew a section of the river 
bank from Irwinton upwards, and showed the 
seven groups of strata come to the surface be­ 
tween Lewiston and the falls. 
The rate of re­ 
cession would depend on tho character of the 
rock at the base of the falls. 
At the whirling I 
a very hard, flinty sandstone appears on Hie 
water’s edge. 
Through this the fall would cut 
its way slowly. 
Here for ages Hie cataract 
was almost stationary. 
Above the new puspension bridge the Clin­ 
ton group dips to the water’s edge. 
The.-c 
rocks are compact, and here the falls made 
another halt. 
Seventy thousand years are not 
enough. 
W e c a n only approximate, but per­ 
haps 150,000 would lie a closer approximation 
to the age of the channel than 65,000 years. 
This is not ail. 
We Ami an old river bed. 
filled with drift, lietween the whirlpool and St. 
David’*. 
The fall began not at Lewiston, but 
St. David’s. 
Perhaps *00,000 years for the 
entire history of the fall would not be above 
the demand. 
We think of this as long, and 
our wonder Is that the falls are so old. 
But he 
wha looks with a geologic eye thinks of the 
time as short, anil his wonder is that the falls 
are »o young. 
The upper lakes are old. Geo­ 
logically, the lake era is very old. 
It was dry 
land long before the Alleghany mountains 
were lifted up. 
The river which drain* it 
should be old. 
And yet the Niagara, [perhaps 
ia only 200,000 year* old! 
How shall we ac­ 
count for the drainage of the lake* through so 
many million* of year* not registered in the 
chunnel* of Niagara ? 
J T h e speaker drew a section of the upper 
luke*, and showed that the Niagara River at 
the head of the rapids is only thirty feet high­ 
er than the face of Lake Michigan. 
A barrier 
more than thirty feet high, across the Niagara 
plateau, would throw the water* of Lake Urie 
back on Lake Michigan, and the drainage 
would be through the Mississippi to the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
Western geologists have found an 
old river channel from the lake to Hie Illi­ 
nois, and the speaker drew lection* of a great 
barrier which once stretched across the pla­ 
teau. 
The old river lied in Illinois aud th a 
broken bridge across the Niagara plateau ac­ 
count for the extreme youth of the fulls.— 
bxi-jxii t (A', r .) Union.

More Room fur the Clerk. 
Lawyers are constant in their com­ 
plaints of the lack of room at the 
County Clerk’* office. 
Tho numl>er 
of books of record, with index books, 
exceeds four hundred of tho largest- 
sized volnruen. 
It requires nearly 
the whole spaco of the m ult to prop­ 
erly plaeo thcso books. 
As to the 
many valuable paper* aud document* 
contained in the office, the Clerk is 
forced to jam them iu small space*, 
ami in consequence they can be found 
only after a labored *earch by the at­ 
torney who wishes to refer to them 
or the County Clerk. 
TAv-hc records and paper* are of 
vast importance, especially to proper­ 
ty hold) rn, and incidentally toother*. 
Everything that tends toincrca«e the 
labor of searching the record* adds 
to the cost, as in the matter of tho 
enormous fees charged for searches 
by HMWiigH-hanks, to which we have 
referred. 
The idea of keeping rec­ 
ords implies that they bo easy of ar­ 
ces* aud in such order that un attor­ 
ney can put bis hand right on them. 
To do this requires room, aud that 
our clerk ha* not at his disposal, 
lf 
his borders uro not extended aud 
something done to remedy this evil, 
the papers will havo to bo piled in a 
Leap upon the door of tho vault. 
Tho Ii >ard of Supervisors at its 
next session can very properly look 
into this matter, and see if tnoro room 
cannot bf1 placed at tho disposal of 
the Clerk, as the matter affects every 
property holder in tho county.

THE NATIONAL BANK RESERVES. 


Washington, May 30. 
Tho following is tho text of the bill for tbs 
tatter security of bank reserves pained by the 
House to-day:—That the Secretary of the 
Treasury U hereby authorized 
to receive 
United State* note* on deposit, without inte­ 
rest, from the National Banking Associations, 
in sum* not leu than ten thousand dollar*, 
and to Uisue certificate* therefor in such form* 
as the Secretary may prescribe, in denomina­ 
tion* of not Ie** than five thousand dollars; 
which certificate* shall tie payable on demand 
in United State* note*, at the place where the 
deposit therefore wa* made. 
{Section 2d, that thel'nited Stele* note* to be 
deposited in the treasury of the United .State*, 
shall not be counted a* part af the legal re­ 
serve, but the certificate* issued therefor, 
may be held and counted by the National 
Bank* a* a reserve, and bo excepted in the 
settlement of the clearing houoe balance* at 
the place* whore the deposit* thereof were 
made. 
Section 3d, that nothing contained iii this 
act shall be construed to authorise any ex­ 
pansion or contraction of tin) currency, and 
ti*' deposit* for which such certificate* are 
issued shall be held a* a special fund in the 
treasury, and used only for the redemption of 
such certificates.

REPORT ON THE LOUISIANA TROUBLES 


Washington, May 30. 
Reports on the origin and character of the 
difficulties in Louisiana were made to the 
House to-day. 
Messrs. Scofield the Chairman, and McCrary 
gave a circumstantial account of the troubles 
but did not recommend action on the part of 
Congtws. 
Thev say the trouble wa* not be­ 
tween the government and officers of Louisiana 
on the one side, and the officers of the United 
States od the other, but between the friends 
and opponents of the administration of Gov­ 
ernor Warmoutb. 
It was mainly a division 
or quarrel among the leaders of the Republi­ 
can party, in which many of the federal offi 
rials were prominent actors, some upon one 
side and some upon the other. 
The leaders 
of the Democratic party also participated in 
it, sometimes in alliance with one faction, and 
sometimes with the other, as interest or con­ 
siderations of duty seemed to require. The part 
taken by the federal officials in the quarrel, 
whether wise or unwise, seems to have origi­ 
nated entirely with themselves. 
There was 
no trace of interference by the administration 
at Washington; this was attested by the dec­ 
laration of the officers themselves, a* well os 
by the fact that they were very much decided 
in their affiliation*. 
Mr. Smith of New York concurs in the 
above report, with additions and qualifica­ 
tions, and says, “ it is not to be denied t hat 
in the new and disturbed condition of things, 
some unscrupulous men have got into office in 
Louisiana. 
The men who go south to hold 
office, and return when they lose office, ara 
not confined to any 
political party. 
The 
trouble* in that state ara similar in kind to 
all, though perhaps greater in degree than 
such as generally follow civil wars. 
The re- 
tconstruction of Louisana was of necessity au 
upheaval of the very foundations of soci­ 
ety. 
The state has suffered solely In the 
pangs of transformaLon but the situation is now 
tieing accepted and confidence between races 
restored. 
If this confidence tie not disturbed, 
there is no reason to doubt that the stale will 
enter upon a new career of prosperity and 
peace. 
Messrs. Speer of Fa. and Archer, says 
the political rascals and adventurer* in Louisi­ 
ana have quarelcd among themselves, and the 
honest people may now get justice. That they 
may get it speedily is the prayer of every man j 
who has felt or witnessed their sufferings and 
wrongs. 
The committee have no power to re­ 
lieve the people of Louisiana. 
Under a fair 
and honest election they will relieve themselves 
ami if the federal administration will entrust 
the business and interest* of the government 
in Louisiana to honest men, who care more to 
(lerform their official duties a a l thus serve 
tile country, than to manage iiolitical parties 
and control State Legislatures, then United 
States troop* will not be needed in New Or­ 
leans. 
With the interests of Louisiana direct­ 
ed by the intelligence, and guarded by the 
loTe of her own people, and with the interests 
of the National government therein proper 
hands, no Congressional 
recommendations 
will be needed to restore to ber th* unnum­ 
bered blessings of peace, and the speedy re­ 
turn of ber long exiled pros|»erity. 


Mr. SMITH, of New York. Is to present his 
own views. 
There was no regular committee 
report.

For they 
that sleep, sleep in the night, anil they that 
are drunk, are drunk in the n vjh t, but let 
us, trho are o f the day, be sober 
1 st T ues# 
v. 6 Ac. 
The truo christian Is the child of light. 
He 
is a child of the day. 
The man of sui is a 
child of darkness, a child of the night. 
Now 
S t Paul tells us that sleep aud drunkenness 
aru tlio works of the night. 
“They that sleep, 
sleep in the night, and they that are drunk. 
are drunk in tim night;" viz.: they who fall 
asleep iu Hie great work of their salvation. 
who qlose their eyes bi God. the author of 
day, the great Sun of eternal light, as well as 
they wtio deprive themselves of their reason 
or their House tty drunkenness, 
work the 
works of night, aud are consequently not Hie 
children of light, but of darkness. 
But, con­ 
tinue* S t Paul, “ ire are not of Hie night uor of 
darkness, therefore let us not sleep a* others 
do, but let us watch and be sober." 
In the name of God, then, do I repeat to 
such of you as stand in need of Hie advice, the 
same admonition addressed by 
Paul to the 
Thessalonians: 
“ Watch 
and be sober.”— 
Watch, sleep not, in the great work of your 
salvation. 
Keep a strict guard on your souls 
aud preserve in them Hie precious treasure of 
grace. 
Fortify thvm against the priuce of 
darkness and Im sober. 
This is the advico of 
St. Paul; it is also the advice of St. Pater.— 
“ Brethren," sa)* St. Peter in bis first epistle, 
“be sober and watch, for your adversary the 
devil as a roaring lion goeth about seeking 
whom he may devour." Take you then tbs 
advico of these two great apostles and haw a 
regard for your souls; have a regard for your 
christian name which you bear; avoid giving 
scandal; “ watch and be sober." 
Your cate­ 
chism tells you that one of the seven deadly 
sins is gluttony, and that the worst kind of 
gluttony;!* drunkenness. 
Drunkenness is con­ 
sequently a most grevioua sin. 
But what is 
drunkenness ? 
Drunkenness, as you may also 
learn from your catechism, “is un excess of 
drinking, whereby one is deprived of uny part 
of bis reason or his senses." 
Here, then, from 
the very definition of drunkenness, can we 
easily discover why it is such a heinous sin 
because by it a person is deprived of stows part 
at least ut his reason or his senses. 
Reason 
is the greatest gift of God toward man. 
By 
reason is man distinguished from ult other ani­ 
mals that move on the face of the earth. 
By 
reason is he elevated to a likeness to God bim 
self. 
By drunkenness do men destroy this do 
hie and precious gift of God. 
They throw 
awuy their reason and thus deface from their 
I souls the divine likeness. 
They degrade them­ 
selves from the noble aud elevated rank of be­ 
ings, made in God’s owu image anti likeness, 
below the rank of the veriest brute. 
The prin­ 
cipal and greatest crime of drunkenness, there­ 
fore, is that it destroys im man Ids reason, 
changes him from a being possessed of reason 
and understanding like to God, not only to a 
likeness of the irrational brute (for the brute 
is without siu), but to a likeness of the devil 
himself, stamping on his immortal soul the 
aal of the beast. 
Another great sin consequent to drunken­ 
ness is the scandal that arises from it. 
Tho 
drunkard aa a citizen scandalizes his fellow 
citizens. 
If he is a Catholic, he scandalizes 
those professing other creeds; for, not reflect­ 
ing that that drunkard does not make up the 
body of the Carbolic church, they judge the 
whole church by bis conduct, and thus, as one 
diseased sheep affects the whole flock, so does 
this miscreant drunkard bring disgrace on the 
Hock of Catholics to which he professes him­ 
self to belong. 
If be be a father, he scanda­ 
lizes his family; if a child, he scandalizes his 
parents, his friends and bis equals. 
In a word 
tho drunkard is a scandal to his religion, to 
his country, to bis friends and to humanity in 
general. 
And Christ himself says: 
“ Woo to 
him by whom scandal cometh. 
It were better 
for him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck and that he were drowned in the 
depth of the sea;" ‘ ‘woe to the world because 
of scandal.” Woe, therefore, is the doom of 
the drunkard. 
The drunkard also commits a sin of the 
greatest injustice; first to God, second to him­ 
self and third to his family. 
To God by dis 
figuring aud destroying his soul, which God 


of its birthright, its lawful inheritance, ridel: 
its God anil the endless bliss and Joys of Heav­ 
en. 
He is unjust to himself by destroying also 
his owu reputation, stigmatizing himself with 
tho profligate name of drunkard, whereas, 
were he to live siltier and quiet^ he might hold 
a respectable rank among his equals in society 
of which he is now an outcast; and moreover 
he is unjust to himself by squandering away 
his substance instead of using it for some oth­ 
er purpose profitable to both his soul and his 
boily; anil lastly by ruining his own health 
and thus committing tlje awful sin of self-des­ 
truction. 
He is unjust to his family by spend­ 
ing what rightfully belongs to them, by de­ 
priving them of that which should in justice 
go to provide for them a living suitable to 
their rank; and worst of all, by bringing them 
into disrepute, to grief, to shame, and not un- 
frequently to sin, by his disedifying conduct, 
by flagrant and scandalous e t am pie. 
Hence 
St. Paul declare* that no drunkards will ever 
enter the kingdom of Heaven. 
Iu fact, there is no other vice more scanda­ 
lous in itself or more pernicious in Its effects 
than the vice of drunkenness. 
It ruins health, 
wealth, reputation. 
It sends families to des­ 
truction. 
It deprives men of the noble faeulty 
of reason. 
It overthrows religion. 
It foments 
the passions. 
It damns souls. 
As a general 
thing, all the great and inhuman crimes which 
are perpetrated among men may trace their 
origin, either mediately or immediately, to 
the crime of drunkenness. 
Where does the 
tiiief, the murderer, the adulterer learn the 
first lessons of crime? In the rum-shop 
Where do their hearts become hardened and 
their souls blunted to all sense of religion or 
even human feeling? 
In the rum-shop. 
Nay, 
ask all those who miserably end their lives on 
the gallows, in prison or other such deuths. 
what was it led them to their ignominousend? 
and you will find that at least nine-tenths will 
trace all their misery to drunkenness. 
Aud 
from this you may judge, too, how many of 
the souls which are eternally lost are lost thro 
the means of drunkenness. 
Oh, who is there, 
who has any love for Jesus Christ and his holy 
religion, who has any love for tile salvation of 
christian souls, which God created after his 
own image and likeness, and for which Jesus 
Christ shed the last drop of his precious blood, 
can sec without grief aud horror, persons, even 
professing the religion of Christ, going head­ 
long to hell in spite of all the warnings and admo­ 
nitions tiny (Moira; la spit.' MBB of tliewarn- 
ing of the holy God himself, who deciares to 
them through the mouth of St. Paul that 
drunkards shall not possess the kingdom of 


■ N ow , above all, to those who get drunk on 
[Sunday*, Isay : what a crime has the Catho­ 
lic to answer for, who disgraces the religion 
of Christ to which he formally belongs, by 
coming on the b ird ’s day even to hear mass, 
to adore bis Lord and Redeemer, really pres­ 
ent "ii lh" ait ar, and before night that same 
•lay or perhaps before he returns to his home, 
to the acaudal of tlioso who sec him, deprives 
himself of his reason by drunkenness. 
The 
c r im such a person commits ta really enor­ 
mous. Ho dishonors his Redeemer, to worship 
whom lie pretends to have come, lie disgraces 
Hie church of which he is a rotten member, lie 
disgraces himself aud the country to which he 
belongs. 
■ N ow to those who soil liquor on Suudnys, 
who sell this poison of souls on the Lord’s day, 
I have this to say: their responsibility before 
God is exceeding great. 
Besides disobeying 
their superiors, Hie pastors of their chureh, 
who with both hands discountenance and dis 
claim their atam inable traffic, their traffic in 
immortal souls, a traffic in which they act 
as wholesale agents to the devil, purchasing 
for him the souls of their fellow men, for the 
base consideration of a few cents, shillings, or 
dollars to themselves; besides, I say. the 
crime of disobedience to Hic pastors of the 
church, of whom Christ himself said “ He 
that hears you hears me anil he that despises 
you despises ma," they participate in the 
crime of those to whom they administer their 
poison. 
There are nine ways by which one 
person may became guilty of the sins of 
another, one of these is, ax your catechism in­ 
forms you, prone ut eon. 
By being the provo­ 
cation of another’s ain, a jierson becomes 
sharer of such a sin. 
Now. they who keep 
their rum-shops—their hells upon earth—open 
on Sun<lays, in order to induce men or women 
to enter and get drunk, are the provocation of 
the sins of such men or such women aud are 
consequently re ponsible before God for tha 
sins of these people. 
Trua they may tell us 
that they never sell to those whom they find 
to bo already drunk; granted, but they sell to 
those who are sutler, and then these, after 
they perhaps refuse to give Hmm any more, 
are induced, in consequence of what they have 
ilr m lj taken to go naoro they coo get more. 
an I get drunk in tho end. 
Is IM tire a who 
gave the first provocation to this crime to be 
considered innocent cf the guilt? God will 
not consider hits SO. 
But yon will say : oil if 
I d o n t give it, somebody will; there is such! 
and such a one selling. I bavu as good a right 
to make a liviug as they have; ye* you have 
as good a right, but if they go to hull is that 
any reason why you should go there too ? 
lf 
they get rich by receiving the devil's money, 
aru you to envy them their riche-1, or must iou 
become sharer* in the infernal spoils? 
Let 
me then in the name of God entreat you to 
prevrut by all possible and lawful means, in 
yourselves as well as in your neighbors, this 
awful crime of drunkenness 
Never allow 
yourselves to forget that awful saying of St 
Baul, “drunkards shall not possess the king 
dom of heaven." 
But take the advice of the 
same St. Paul, “Be sober and watch," that 
tbs day of the I/>rd may not come ujion you 
as a thief in the night. 
Bo ever on your 
guard, ever prepared, that thus you may ue-rit 
the blessing pronounced by Christ himself on 
the faithful servant: 
“ Blessed ii that savant
